In view of what 
I have seen, I am co nvinced of the 
necessity of making the crests of the 
Rocky mo untains o ne vast fo rest re­ 
serve. I believe th at every mo untain 
crest, fro m an altitude of 8 ,500 feet, 
sho uld be reserved aDd held fo rever 
under the jurisdictio n of the natio nal 
go vernment, for the reaso n th a t the 
farmers of the neighbo ring states as 
well as tho se of the immediate vicin­ 
ity are vitally co ncerned. This would 
offer as well to the camper and the 
lo ver of nature a great tableland, 
lilted from 9,000 to 12,000 feet abo ve 
the le vel of the sea, with pro tecting 
cliffs a tho usand feet high on almo st 
every side.

In 1878 he returned to 
Ohio and a y ear later established the 
Cincinnati Ev ening Post. 
In 1884 he 
became the 
Washington corresp on­ 
dent of the Chicago Herald, and in 
189 2 he v isited Central America and 
the West Indies and located the land 
lng p lace of Coiumbus on W atlirgs’ 
(San Salv ador) Island, and marked 
the sp ot with a huge stone monument. 
Mr. Wellman's dashes for the north

In 189 4 he made 
the first of his two arctic v oy ages of 
ex p loration, reaching the latitude of 
81 degrees northeat of Sp itzbergen. 
in 189 8 he returned to the north, 
p enetrated to Franz Ja« ef Land, re. 
turning again to this country in 189 9 . 
On each trip he met with wonderful 
success in the discov ery of new islands 
and lands, and brought back with 
him scientific data and information 
of great v alue to the American Geo­ 
grap hical society . 
Mr. Wellman has been a v olumin­ 
ous writer for scientific 
magazines 
and p op ular p eriodicals. 
On return ­ 
ing from his arctic trip s he renewed 
his connection with the Record-Her­ 
ald, a* d is now the Washington cor­ 
resp ondent of that p ap er. 
His inci­ 
siv e discussion of contemp orary affairs 
has giv en him a high p iace in the 
regard of statesmen and scientists of 
the day .
